Some good experience has been 
gained in handling traffic on 
RTTY so join us and originate 
a few messages!

TELETYPE EQUIPMENT... 
A good question is always: 
“Where can I get a good ma- 
chine at a reasonable price?” 
The RTTY Society of Southern 
California which has put hun- 
dreds of printers in ham hands, 
has just announced that they 
have a supply of Model 15’s re- 
leased by Pacific Bell for $110 
FOB Los Angeles. It costs $25- 
$35 for packing and shipping to 
Florida. This is, of course, a 
non-profit amateur group. Con- 
tact Merrill Swan, W6AEE. One 
item which is very useful for 
building filters for TU’s is the 
88 mr loading coil toroid. W4- 
NWK, Ray Stenger 3154 Briar- 
cliff Way NE, Atlanta 6, Ga., 
acquired a quantity of these 
which he is passing along at his 
cost to RTTY’ers. The price is 
$1.00 for five toroids in a can, 
unpotted, postpaid. (While they 
last!) For some simple filter 
circuits using these coils, send 
me a stamped, selfadressed en- 
velope. 
TUNING FSK SIGNALS ... 
One of the secrets of getting 
good RTTY copy with any type 
of converter or receiver is prop- 
er tuning technique. We will try 
to give you the “why” and 
“how” so that you can figure 
out for yourself the correct pro- 
cedure for your set up. First, 
we will assume that you have 
an audio type terminal unit with 
some type of tuning indicator, 
a receiver with BFO and a 
source carrier such as your 
transmitter VFO or freq meter. 
The FSK signal you receive 
for the standard 850 eps shift 
takes up a broadband of about 
1200 to 1500 eps. Thus the best 
results will be obtained from a 


receiver whose IF bandwidth is 
not much more than 1.5 ke since 
the wider bandwidths can con- 
tribute extra noise and interfer- 
ence. However, the SSB type re- 
ceiver bandwidth of about 3 ke 
does a very nice job. If you 
have an old receiver with 6 to 
10 ke bandwith, then an audio 
filter ahead of the TU will make 
a great improvement. (See pre- 
ceding item about the toroids!) 
So set your receiver for the 
best bandwidth available and 
tune in your test signal from 
VFO or freq meter. Have the 
BFO off and the AVC on. Tune 
for maximum reading on the S 
meter. You can visualize that 
you have the test signal at the 
center of the receiver IF band- 
pass. Now turn on BFO and 
zero-beat the signal. Mark this 
setting of the BFO as the “cen- 
ter” point. At this point you 
retune the VFO about 425 eps 
higher in frequency. This can be 
done by listening to the audio 
beat note and comparing it with 
an audio oscillator or even a 
piano note! If you are using a 
freq meter, you can use the cali- 
bration to make this setting. 
Also, if your VFO has FSK, 
then just send some alternate 
marks and spaces, which will al- 
ternately move the signal 425 
eps higher and 425 cps lower 
giving thesame tone for both 
mark and space. 


The purpose of this last pro- 
cedure is to get the M-S signal 
centered on the receiver IF 
curve to give equal signal level 
for marb or space. Perhaps you 
can see that if this is not done 
then one of the positions might 
be off on the selectivity skirts 
and give a lower signal. It is 
important to the converter de- 
tector that the mark and space 
tones be equal level for maxi- 
mum noise and interference re- 
jection. Now, leave the test sig- 
nal on the high side (mark 
condition) and retune the BFO 
to get the “mark” indication 
on your tuning indicator. There 
is o standard for TU’s as to 
whether 2125 or 2975 cps is 
used as “mark” although for 
AFSK, 2125 eps is commonly 
used. We will use this as an 
example. So in adjusting the 
BFO, you should get a 2125 eps 
tone. If the BFO won’t tune far 
enough (this happens in some 
receivers) you will have to ad- 
just the BFO trimmer inside the 
set. Now retune the test sig- 
nal source to the “space” condi- 
tion which is 850 eps lower than 
mark. An easy way to do this 
is to put the BFO back to cen- 
ter and tune VFO to low side 
until a 425 cps note is heard. 
With BFO in position which 


THE PROPAGATION 
CLEARED UP!! (2?) 


Propagation charts show an 
easing up of the rate at which 
DX is easing off. This is proof 
of the slowing up of the slow- 
down. 


It should be noted that the 
slowing up of the slowdown is 
not as good as an upturn of the 
downturn which is a good deal 
better than a speed-up of the 
slowdown. It does suggest that 
the propagation is about right for 
and adjustment of the readjust- 
ment. 

Turning to long skip, we find 
a definite decrease on the rate 
of the increase which clearly 
shows a letting up of the let- 
down. 

Of course, if the slowdown 
should speed up, the decrease in 
the rate of the increase of short 
skip would turn into an increase 
in the rate of decrease of long 
skip. In other words, the decelera- 
tion would be accelerated. 

The charts suggest a leveling 
off, followed by a gentle pick-up, 
rather than a faster pick-up, a 
slowdown of the pickup, and fin 
ally a leveling off again of the 
pickup. 

At any rate, THE PROPOGA 
TION IS RIGHT FOR A PICK- 
UP this winter ... if you have 
a 10 KW rig and a 25 element 
beam.

gave proper “mark” tone of 
212? cps, you should hear a 
2975 cps tone. If so, then this 
is the correct BFO position and 
should be clearly marked. AlIl- 
ways set BFO to this marking 
and do all FSK tuning with 
main tuning dial, not BFO 
knob! 

In some cases, you will hear 
a 1275 eps tone when you read- 
justed the VFO signal for space. 
If this happens, then the BFO 
was set on the “wrong side of 
center.” Go back to the “mark” 
condition and reset BFO in op- 
posite direction. This procedure 
is easier to do than to explain 
on paper! Once you have gone 
through it, you will find that 
you can tune RTTY signals 
quickly and accurately from then 
on. Good printing!

A NEW LIFE FOF FILAMENT 
TUBES 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 — The 
rare and little-used metal rhe- 
nium can greatly extend the life 
and reliability of tubes used in 
radio and television sets. ( 

Development of a new rhe- 
nium-tungsten alloy for heater 
and filament wire — the first 
significant change in basic re- 
ceiving tube heater material in 
more than 30 years — was 
termed an electronics “break- 
through” at a General Electric 
press conference here today. 

Alloying rhenium and tung- 
sten makes possible a fine wire 
that can increase as much as 
four and one-half times. the 
reliability of receiving tubes — 
which engneers from the com- 
pany’s Receiving Tube Depart- 
ment, Owensboro, Ky., said test 
data shaws already are among 
the most reliable electron con- 
trol devices. 

Filament wire for “heaters” 
made with the new alloy are 
much stronger physically and 
have better heat-tolerance and 
electrical characteristics than - 
the tungsten wire normally 
used, the engineers explained. 

Adaption of the new wire to 
Compactron muti-function de- 
vices and conventional tubes for 
radio and television is under 
way at the company’s receiving 
tube plant in Owensboro. 
marketing executive of the de- 
partment said the wire will be 
used first in the tube types 
where tests show it to have im- 
mediate advantages. 

The trend toward smaller and 
more compact’ sets will be 
speeded by the use of the wire 
in the Compactron devices which 
were developed by G.E. These 
multi-function units, being used 
in lieu of conventional tubes and 
transistors in several radio, 
television and communications 
equipments now on the market, 
should now be able to run cooler, 
the company spokesman said. 

Tungsten has beean used for 
receiving tube filaments and 
heaters since about 1930. Dis- 
covery of the rhenium-tungsten 
alloy properties heralds the first 
substantial advance in three 
decades in basic heater mater- 
ials, G.E. said. 

Traces of rhenium are found 
in many mixed ores, particularly 
in molybdenites associated with 
copper, but the element usually 
is disposed of with waste ma- 
terial for lack of a market and 
the relative difficulty of re-( 
fining it. It is heavier than 
lead and more costly than gold. 
The small amounts that are re- 
fined cost about $600 per pound.

NEW RTTY CONVERTER 

A new radioteletype converter 
which has been designed and 
developed especially for amateur 
use has been announced by Tom 
Howard, W1AFN of Alltronics-— 
Howard Co. The unit was design- 
ed by Don Wiggins, W4EHU wh 
writes an RTTY column fo 
FLORIDA SKIP. Don is a com- 
munications engineer by profes- 
sion and was one of the first 
RTTY’ers in Florida. 

The new converter is known 
as the Alltronics Model K and 
provides superior performance in 
the presence of noise and inter- 
ference such as encountered on 
the ham bands. 


The improved performance of 
the Model K has been achieved 
without adding “gimmick” but by 
careful attention to basic prin-— 
ciples of optimum detection of 
FSK signals. A symmetrical 
limiter and linear discriminator 
using high-Q toroids provide 
maximum rejection of noise and 
interference. The discriminator 
converts the audio tones to DC 
pulses which have peak-to-peak 
voltages of over 100 volts. A 
double-clipper “cleans up” the 
pulses by slicing out the center 
5 volts, thus eliminating noise 
and interference riding on the 
top of the pulses. 

Another feature of this clip- 
ping circuit is an adjustable 
“distortion control” which allo 
this slicing level to be varied 
the best part of the pulse. The 
clipper output drives a vacuum- 
tube keyer which drives the print- 
ter magnets directly without 
noisy relays. 

A separate built-in printer 
magnet supply allows the printer 
magnets to be operated at ground 
potential. A panel meter provides 
monitoring of the loop current. 

Receiver tuning of RTTY sig- 
nals can be done quickly and 
accurately with the dual electron- 
eye indicator. This indicator is 
also useful for setting of trans- 
mitter shift. 

The unit is mounted on a nar- 
row relay rack panel and a cab- 
inet is available. Front panel 
switches are provides for re- 
verse-shift and send-receive. The 
“send” position allows the print- 
er to be operated in local loop 
for using a polar relay to key 
the FSK oscillator. Bias current 
for a polar relay is available at 
a rear connection or an internal 
pelar relay is optional. 

Further details on the Model 
K can be obtained by dropping 
Tom a line. He is also offering 
free booklet, written by Don, W4 
EHU, which explains the basic 
principles of RTTY in a cim 
ple manner and shows convenie: 
station arrangements.

A DISASTER STRIKES 


Time: January 5th, 1962 — 
midafternoon. Crestview, Fla. 
The dreaded word “TORNADO”! 
That afternoon, disaster struck 
the tiny community in North- 
western Florida. Homes were 
shattered by the viscious enemy 
of man. By the Grace of God, 
loss of life was little. 

Within a very short time, 
George Thurston W4MLE, SEC 
W. Fla. had alerted Nets “B” 
and “D” of the State of Florida 
AREC communication Plan. Im- 
mediately, amateurs in the north 
western section of the state be- 
gan their long vigil, keeping 
communications going and hand- 
ling traffic to ad from the 
stricken area. This PAM for 75 
meters was privileged to moni- 
tor 3836ke and NCSs were doing 
a fine job. Net Discipline was 
the best yet and much was ac- 
complished in an orderly fashion. 
Net Controls heard by this sta- 
tion were K5WGY, K4OHR, W4- 
CMG, W4BPJ. The key station 
K4RFZ/4 operation from a C.D. 
van did a commendable job. 


To give you an idea of co- 
operation, the following message 
was heard and shows the fine 
spirit of our fraturinity when 
an emergency exists. “#3 K4- 
VND CK XX Pensacola, Fla. 
0726 Jan. 6, 1962 — to K4RZF, 
Crestview. If you need extra op- 
erators in the disaster area let 
us know and we will try to re- 
cruit you some held BT signed 
K4VND.” 

W40VO, Jess, Lady Lake 
Lake checked in and receipted 
for weather information from 
Tallahassee and shortly there- 
after dissiminated it to traffic 
networks throughout the state. 
Again, ORDERLY COOPERA- 
TION. 

Other stations heard partici- 
pating were K4BDF, K4DHK, 
K4HOU, K4FTJ and W4MXN/4. 
Activity such as this always 
warrants comments from this 
PAM. Any Florida amateur who 
do not have a copy of the State 
AREC Plan is urged to get a 
copy from either SEC listed on 
page 2.

Tony closely 
followed expeditions and in 1921 
his c.w. signal was one of those 
read in Scotland during an 
AREL test. 


Tony started the Florida’s first 
commercial radio station WRAP 
(now WDBO) in Winter Park, 
with Westinghouse equipment and 
local talent. 


In 1935, Tony organized the 
West Palm Beach Radio Club. 
During World War 2, Tony was 
local Civil Defense Director. 


Until his retirement as a civil 
engineer for the ctiy Tony op- 
erated from his office as W4ACZ, 
a call he still holds. 


Tony’s present interest is single 
side band. He is treasurer of the 
Florida Sidebanders; has had 
first place on roll call. He wa 
recently master oscillator of 
Knights of Kilocycles. He runs 
a 20M into a Viking Thunderbolt 
with a pair of 400’s. He listens 
with a Collins 75A8. Tony will 
soon move to a pleasant acre 2 
and a half miles west of Four 
Points.

The whole QFN 
gang turned out in great num- 
bers to help with traffic going to 
4RN and RN5b with traffic from 
Crestview. 

Stations checking into QFEN 
during the 28 hour session were:

IS TWO METERS A LOST 
CAUSE? 


There is a traffic net in op- 
eration on Two meters. This 
net is called the “7-11 trafic 
net.” It meets nightly at 7:00 
and 11:00 P.M. This net was 
started for the purpose of rout- 
ing traffic from the low fre- 
quency nets to points in Florida. 

But this net is becoming a lost 
cause, because of the lack of 
check in’s. There are over 100 
stations on Two meters in the 
South Eastern Florida, yet this 
net has only five regular check 
in’s. 

Why does a net with the pos- 
sible coverage of the 7-11 traffic 
net have to go down hill? The 
net control station of the 7-11 
traffic net is located in Lake 
Worth, Florida. The net has 
coverage as far South as Key 
West; as far north as Daytona 
Beach and west to the Tampa 
area. The net also hasliaison with 
low frequency nets thru _ sta- 
tions at the Pompano Beach and 
Stuart ends of the path, yet with 
all this activity on the side of 
the net, it is still lacking par- 
ticipation. Why? 

There seems to be a feeling 
among some persons, that two 
meters is no place for a traffic 
net. Also, a lot of people have 
the idea that handling traffic 
is just a passing fancy, or that 
often heard remark, “I wil only 
handle important traffic.” Just 
because traffic does not sound 
important to the relaying sta- 
tion, does not mean it is not 
important to the addressee. Ex- 
ample: A message going to a 
Mrs. Smith, “Mary had a swim- 
ming session today.” To a relay- 
ing station this may not mean 
much, but to Mrs. Smith it may 
have a very grave meaning, for 
Mary may be handicapped. So 
why not let the person to whom 
the traffic is addressed decide 
how important the traffic is. 

Why can’t the stations on two 
meters support a traffic net? 
They don’t have to check in 
every night nor do they have to 
take every piece of traffic. But, 
if every station would take just 
one message it would be a step 
in the right direction. 

Lets help Two meters, not hold 
it back.

The most important 
way to assure that amateur ra- 
dio will continue to live is to 
serve the public as effectively as 
we can, let them know that we 
exist, not to a few as genera- 
tors or TVI but as a service 
that will stand them in good 
stead in time of need. 

It is amazing to see the large 
number of our citizens who have 
no idea of the good that ama- 
teur radio is prepared to do, yes, 
and is doing every day. Asham 
ed as I am to admit it there are 
many amateurs whose knowledge 
of the full scope of amateur ac- 
tivity is limited to his own par- 
ticular source of enjoyment. How 
many read that “hocum” (as I 
Have heard it called in AREC 
Races section of QST) Sure it’s 
in fine print. That is because 
there is so'much of it. I can read 
it with my 30/70 vision (with 
glasses) so I’m sure that you 
can. Want an eye-opener? Even 
if you are not a traffic man try 
Poatine the traffic topics sec- 

ion, all of it, and get another 
example of how amateur radio 
is serving the public and, at the 
same time obtaining (and main- 
taining) the ability to handle 
traffic so that when the time 
comes a good job can be done — 
again, serving the public. 

Let’s look at the VHF column 
in QST. OK, so you are not in- 
terested in VHF. That doesn’t 
mean you shouldn’t know a little 
about it — what these fellows 
do for THEIR enjoyment of the 
hobby. You are all 
project Oscar? Isn’t this an im- 
portant public service? Obser- 
vations made during the opera- 
tion of this project will be use- 
ful to our scientists. Where else 
could Uncle Sam get so many 
to do a job for him — all for 
free. How about those SSBers, 
RTTYers, facsimile and yes, even 
television amateur radio hobby- 
ists. What are they doing? Ad- 
vancing the art each in his own 
way and if you think the radio 
amateur hasn’t made a name for 
himself in the radio communica- 
tion development field you had 
Mest do a little research read- 
a. Public service? Certainly. 

How about the fellows who 
work DX, engage in contests or 
just plain rag-chew. How do they 


aware of — 


contribute? Well, the DXers 
MUST have equipment that does 
a real job or — no DX. The con- 
tester? If you dont think this is 
good operator training try it 
sometime and be surprised. Even 
the plain old every day rag- 
chewer is becoming more profici- 
ent lat operating — and he is 
maintaining a station on the air 
that could contribute in an emer- 
gency. True, the rag-chewer is 
not gaining any knowledge of 
the right way to actually hadle 
a message but don’t you think 
it will be easier for him when he 
does decide he wants to learn? 

I do not believe it is possible 
to name any phase of amateur 
radio that does not, in some way, 
contribute to public service. 
Some of these ways may be 
quite indirect such as protecting 
our frequencies simply by occu- 
pying them so that no one can 
grab with the old vacancy blab. 
It happened to us once remem- 
ber? 

The most effective and im- 
mediate way to help protect our 
vights as radio amateurs is to 
engage in those activities that 
are reportable to ARRL. The 
FCC DOES depend upon ARRL 
for statistics and ARRL is lim- 
ited to what is available to them 
for this purpose. The foremost 
figures, of course, are those en- 
tailing traffic handling and 
AREC ‘activities. Needless to say 
our OO function already has the 
full endorsement of FCC. OES 
activities for VHF participation 
are also reported each month. 
DX information appears regular- 
ly in JST. These items also show 
an iactivity trend. 

This Eastern Florida Section 
of ours has done right well for 
itself during the past year. In 
next months’ issue I will give 
some comparative statistical in- 
formation relative to 1960-61. 
Since statistical presentations 
can be twisted to show what is 
desired in most cases (I am a 
statistician by military special- 
ty) I do no more than to show 
the bare figures extracted from 
my records. These records are 
open for anyones _ inspection 
should any doubt exist as to 
their authenticity — and it could 
be that some will. If you do at- 
tempt to draw any conclusions 
from these figures remember to 
consider ALL factors that could 
alter the picture that you see. 
Example — the increase in the 
number. of amateurs over the 
year 1960, propagation conditions 
for that year, ad infinitum. The 
only comments that I will make 
along with these figures are 
those which I believe to be nec- 
essary to explain some _ varia- 
tions that would otherwise pro-

CRESTVIEW TORNADO 
DISASTER 
By J. B. Hillard, KASWQ 
EC, Escambia County 


On Jan. 5, 1962 at about 4:15 
p.m. a devastating tornado struck 
Crestview Florida causing an 
estimated 2.5 million dollars dam- 
age to property and taking the 
life of a small child. The only 
hosiptal in Crestview was over- 
flowing with injured. Doctors and 
medical supplies were rushed in 
from surrounding cities and Eglin 
AFB. Fire fighting equipment 
was sent from several cities to 
control several burning homes. 
Telephone and power lines were 
down all over the place cutting 
utilities for several hours. 


Medical supplies were relayed 
from Mobile, Ala. via Ala. and 
Fla. Hwy. Patrol units. The Flor- 
ida Highway Patrol had 20 units 
on the scene within 2 hours after 
it struck. Sheriffs Deputies and 
Police Department officers from 
many cities were dispatched 
along with the National Guard 
to prevent looting, ete. 


Florida AREC Emergency Net 
B (W. Fla.) 3886 ke.) was ac- 
tivated for the emergency. The 
Civil Defense Communications 
Van from Port St. Jose went 
to Crestview and was headed by 
K4RZF, Bob Jackson, EC and 
CD Radio Officer of Gulf County. 
This proved a very wise move as 
the van was the only amateur 
communications in Crestview who 
had contact with the Red Cross, 
etc. Loads of welfare traffic was 
handled by K4RZF/4 as public 
service was jammed with emer- 
gency calls. While police com- 
munications were still in opera- 
tion, they did not have time for 
ali the welfare traffic. This fell 
on the amateurs.

We all 
have read about these subjects 
in our Ham magazines. And, 
we are all guilty of violations 
against set rules by the FCC. I 
have no claim to glory or any- 
thing I put down here would 
clean up the meatballism on 6 
meters in this area. 

You cannot stifle the indivi- 
dualism of the American Ham. 
Meatbalism will better be cured 
by the few in our ranks who are 
willing to suffer the social os- 
tracism and vituperation by 
pouncing on offenders on the 
air. The ager and lasting bitter- 
ness of an exposed ham is a 


terrifying thing to behold. My 
motto: Once a meatball always a 
meatball.” Just a little common 
“COURTESY” will do wonders. 

And talking about “Courtesy” 
the 6m DEN ties in many sta- 
tions on 50.250 which might be 
all over the band, causing QRM. 
When the net is not in opera- 
tion many stations use it to 
monitor for “Emergencies” and 
to call and then QSY. Yes, we 
can operate on any darn 6m 
frequency we want to and noth- 
ing can be done about it. But, 
it is much easier to be “court- 
eous” than to be a “meatball.” 
The thrill and pride of hearing 
a faint signal ARRL “land SOS” 
coming through and to be able to 
assist stays in your memory for 
ever. The “meatball” on 50.250 
in a long-winded QSO would 
prevent such a thing. 

Breaking into a QSO when a 
rag-chew is going on is very 
good. Doing so when technical 
data is being talked about and 
its’ over your head is pure 
suicide. If you saw 8 or 4 fel- 
lows conversing on the street, 
you wouldn’t think of elbowing 
your way in between them and 
start talking. That would be dis- 
courteous. Let’s be courteous. 

QRM: Naturally all of us 
crowded down in lower end of 
6m band for local rag chews is 
going to cause QRM. When the 
band is open and your nearby 
neighbor is QRMing you don’t 
ask him to QSY — you move 
to another frequency and with- 
out listening you start calling 
CQ and “bango” right back 
smack on another hot spot. And 
if the band is not open and you 
QSY’d because of QRM, listen 
on the new frequency for a 
little while to see if it is oc- 
cupied. Dont say let’s go to 300 
without checking first. Just an- 
other little courtesy. 

Testing: There is only one 
place to test and that is on a 
dummy load. But if you must 
whistle, count to ten, “Hello 
Test,’ talk to yourself outloud 
while making adjustments, etc., 
then hire a hal and sell tickets 
A light bulb for testing modula- 
tion will not discombooberate 
your felow amateurs. Just an- 
other smal courtesy. 

I must give up writing for the 
Skip as I want to devote my 
spare time to VHF Fast Traf- 
fic Nets — Relay Program and 
other urgent matters. I shal 
‘fehl amply rewarded and I 
hope many others go along with 
me if a few amateurs would 
mend their sloppy operating 
habits and graduate out of the 
“lid” class. A lot of hams get 
on the air with a “me first” at- 
titude and wonder why they
